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Teen denies lying about being lost in the bush 


THE 19-year-old back- * 
packer who was found ■ 
alive 12 days after getting 
lost in the Australian bush 
has strenuously denied 
newspaper claims that it 
was an elaborate hoax. 

Jamie Neale, from Evering- 
ton Road in Muswell Hill, was 
reunited with his father 
Richard Cass after being found 
by campers at just before noon 
last Wednesday. 

But it has been alleged in 
Australian newspapers that he 
has made the story up - after it 
emerged that he stands to make 
thousands of pounds through an 
exclusive deal with a celebrity 
agent based in Sydney 

An exclusive interview with 
60 Minutes, an Australian cur¬ 
rent affairs programme, is 
reported to have netted him up 
to £100,000 already 

The teenager told the show 
that he lived on seeds and 
berries, not knowing if they 
were poisonous: “I thought I 
would starve to death, which is 
something I really didn’t want

to happen. I just took a risk and 
ate them. I didn’t know they 
weren’t poisonous, but I just 
took a risk,” he said. 

The teenager went missing in 
the Blue Mountains, 30 miles 
from Sydney, after going for a 
bush walk on July 3. 

Rescuers described his sur¬ 
vival as a near miracle after he 
faced freezing night tempera¬ 
tures and lived on seeds and 
vegetation for nearly two weeks. 

Mr Neale admitted he had 
underestimated his surround¬ 
ings. “In the UK you walk for a 
day and you end up at a pub, 
out here you can get lost so 
easily,” he said. “I was overcon¬ 
fident and I didn’t respect the 
seriousness of the situation.” 

On being rescued, he said: “I 


was just crying for about 20 
minutes, being able to hear 
people I never thought I would 
hear again.” 

Jamie left his hostel in 
nearby Katoomba on July 3 to 
go for a hike, but the alarm was 
raised when he failed to turn up 
for a pre-booked tour of caves 
in the Blue Mountains. 

The teenager rubbished claims 
he had lied about his ordeal, say¬ 
ing: “People can say what they 
want, but I’m not lying. It is the 
truth. I know what’s happened 
and I know the people who 
were searching for me know 
that it happened, and that’s 
enough for me.” 

Jamie, who was eventually 
found nine miles from Ka¬ 
toomba after wandering into the 
wilderness, slept under trees and 
logs to stay warm and even ate 
nettles to survive. A spokesman 
for New South Wales police said 
that the search for Jamie had 
covered more than 100 sq km. 

Jamie is set to fly to Paris 
after spending time with rela¬ 
tives in Perth.

Residents vow 
to keep up the 
fight against 
Wards Corner

THE fight to stop the Wards Corner 
development going ahead suffered a 
blow last week after the High Court 
refused campaigners a judicial review 
into Haringey Council’s decision to give 
the scheme the green light. 

But members of the Wards Corner 
Community Coalition have vowed to 
fight and are set to launch an appeal. 

Developers Grainger want to build 
197 homes as well as retail units on the 
site between Tottenham High Road, 
Seven Sisters Road and West Green 
Road. But protesters say it will ruin a 
thriving Latin market. 

The council granted planning permis¬ 
sion in December. 

A WCCC spokeswoman said: 
“Despite losing the first round of the 
legal battle, we have vowed to keep 
fighting to ensure we get the right out¬ 
come for Wards Comer and its commu¬ 


nity. This has moved the campaign on to 
new levels. Now more than ever we must 
prove the decision to pass the Grainger 
plan was unjust.” 

The group argues that the decision did 
not take into account the importance of 
the racial diversity in the area which will 
be affected if the scheme goes ahead. 

David Walters, a spokesman for 
Grainger, said: “We are obviously 
delighted that the judge dismissed the 
judicial review and ruled that Haringey 
Council’s original decision to grant 
planning permission is sound. 

“Now the court has confirmed the per¬ 
mission is valid, we are back on track, 
and able to continue our vision for mak¬ 
ing the regeneration of Seven Sisters the 
success the community deserves. 

“There is still a lot of work to be done 
with all parties before we can start on 
site, however, this is a step forward and 
we are committed to regenerating this 
long-neglected area of London.”

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Soldier killed by gunmen in 
Ireland gets plaque honour 


Jobless levels 
40 per cent 
higher than 
elsewhere 
in London

UNEMPLOYMENT levels in 
Haringey are more than 40 per 
cent higher than the average 
for the rest of London. 

According to a report 
published by the National 
Office for Statistics this week, 
unemployment in the borough 
has rocketed to six per cent, 
compared to the London 
average of 4.2 per cent, leaving 
almost 10,000 people jobless in 
Haringey. 

The men of Haringey have 
been worst hit with more than 
twice as many men as women 
finding themselves out of work. 

In response to the figures, the 
Haringey branch of the TUC 
union has renewed its calls for 
more decisive action to put a 
stop to job losses. 

Keith Flett, president of 
Haringey TUC, said: “Given 
the severity and impact of 
unemployment in the 
borough, more up-front action 
needs to be taken.” 

The trade unionists are 
urging political leaders in 
Haringey to put the government 
under pressure to subsidise 
employers to prevent job losses. 
They claim a similar scheme 
saved thousands of jobs in Wales 
and could do the same here. 

Mr Flett pointed to a previous 
scheme which successfully 
subsidised unemployed people 
from Haringey to work in 
Stansted Airport, as an 
example of how effective this 
approach could be. 

He said: “While some action 
may be being taken behind the 
scenes, both council members 
and MPs need to be more vocal 
about this issue.” 


A PLAQUE is set to be put up to com¬ 
memorate the life of a young soldier 
killed on duty in Northern Ireland. 

Twenty-one-year-old Patrick Azimkar, 
from Wood Green, who had served 
with the Royal Engineers since 2005, 
was shot dead in March by dissident 
republican gunmen from The Real IRA 
outside his barracks in Antrim. 

The attack came just hours before his 
unit was due to be shipped out for 
active duty in Afghanistan. 

Following discussions between 
Patrick’s parents and Haringey 
Council, it has been decided that a 
plaque will be a fitting tribute and a 
suitable site will now be found. 

Patrick’s mother, Geraldine, said: 
“We are very pleased with this 
decision and very proud of Patrick and 
what he achieved. 

“Patrick was born and bred in 
Haringey and always lived here. We are 
delighted that Haringey is recognising 
his bravery and courage.” 

Mayor of Haringey Bernice Vanier 
said: “Patrick gave his life serving his 
country. We wanted to make sure there 
was some permanent tribute as a way 
of commemorating his life and the sac¬ 
rifice he made for his country.” 

Friends Patrick and fellow sapper 
Mark Quinsey, 23, died in a hail of

bullets on March 7 after they were 
ambushed as they left the Massareene 
Barracks to pay for a pizza delivery. In 
what was roundly condemned attack, 
the two masked gunmen stood over the 
bodies of the dying squaddies to make 
sure they had finished the job. 

Two other soldiers and two pizza 
delivery drivers were hurt in the attack. 
Four men, including a prominent 
republican, have been arrested and 
charged over the murders.

W HEN they tentatively 
set up a web page 
asking for people to 
join them in reading books, 
Southgate bookworms Paul 
Drinkwater and Dawn Barnes 
had no idea of the success story 
they might create.

The North London Reading 
Group makes good use of all 


types of online media like 
Lacebook and Twitter, but the 
real point is to meet up in per¬ 
son, over a refreshing pint, to 
discuss books. 

“By getting together face to 
face, like we do, you get to meet 
people and discover new places 
all over London,” said Dawn. 

In these gloomy days of 
recession, it is clear that more 
and more Londoners are turning 
back to books as a more afford¬ 
able pastime. Reading groups 
offer the perfect way to meet 
others who share an interest that 
will not break the bank. They 
can use libraries and bookstore 
discounts to indulge their love 
of the printed word.

Fake passport merchants imprisoned 


A COUNTERFEITER from Tottenham has 
been jailed after admitting his part in a 
massive fake passport operation. 

Rodollpho Gomes, 28, of Fairbourne Road, 
was sentenced to three years and nine 
months behind bars and Liuiz Antanio De 
Oliveria, 23, from Stoke Newington, was 
sentenced to two years in jail after police 
raided a flat being used as a passport factory. 

During the investigation the police 
observed the two men making frequent visits 
to a house Gomes was renting in Philip 
Lane. Police searches revealed the house to 
be a heavily equipped forgery factory, 
capable of producing thousands of fake 
passports, ID cards and driving licences. 

A computer, a scanner, a specialist printer 
for producing plastic cards, glue, laminates 
and UV lights were found at the flat. 


Similar tools were also found in De 
Oliveria’s home. 

Following the raids Gomes and De Oliveria 
were both charged with possession of articles 
to make identity documents and conspiracy 
to supply. 

The men pleaded guilty at Wood Green 
Crown Court last month and were sentenced 
on Thursday. 

Detective Inspector Clive Strong of the 
Met’s Economic and Specialist Crime 
Command said: “This result is an example 
of the work undertaken by Operation 
Maxim. The quantity of items seized from 
the flat highlights the amount of documents 
that this organised criminal organisation 
were producing. This seizure has prevented 
more than 2,000 forged passports reaching 
the streets of London.”

Axe and gun gang 
rob cash-n-carry

A VIOLENT armed robbery of 
a cash and carry left two work¬ 
ers wounded after they refused 
to co-operate with crooks. 

Three men, armed with an 
axe, a gun and a sledge hammer, 
stormed the Cyprofood Ware¬ 
house, in Tariff Road, Totten¬ 
ham, at 3.45pm last Monday. 

The robbers shouted at the 
employees and terrified cus¬ 
tomers, telling them to lie on 
the floor and keep their heads 
down before accosting two 
workers and demanding they 
open the store’s safe. When 
Hayrullah Segmen, 29, and 
Galip Sancak, 35, bravely 
refused they were assaulted by 
the hooded intruders, wearing 
luminous vests. 

Mr Segmen was attacked with 
the axe, leaving his shoulder 
badly wounded, while Mr San¬ 
cak was shot in the arm. 

The robbers grabbed Mr Seg¬ 
men by his neck and pressed the 
gun to his head, threatening to 
kill him if the safe was not 
opened up. 

Faced with no alternative, Mr 
Sancak unlocked the safe and 
the three robbers made their 
escape in a small white van, 


taking thousands of pounds 
with them. 

Cetin Agcagul, purchasing 
and sales manager of Cypro¬ 
food, applauded the bravery of 
his employees and said he 
understood why they had ulti¬ 
mately yielded to the demands 
of their attackers. He said: “Mr 
Sancak was scared at the time, 
he had a bullet in his arm when 
they tried to get into the safe.” 

It is the second time in just 


over a year that the store has 
been hit by armed robbers. 

Following a similar robbery 
in June last year, the managers 
installed a metal door to protect 
the safe and a panic button. Mr 
Agcagul added: “There’s prob¬ 
ably nothing more we can 
legally do.”

DAVID BOWIE’s son Duncan Jones 
makes an auspicious directorial 
debut with this haunting, science- 
fiction drama by Nathan Parker. 

Traversing similar terrain to 2001: 
A Space Odyssey and Alien, Jones 
dons his moon boots for a haunt¬ 
ing meditation on alienation and 
solitude, set more than 200,000 
miles from planet Earth. 

The director works closely with 
production designer Tony Noble 
and director of photography Gary 
Shaw to evoke a mesmerising, 
retro-futuristic aesthetic on an 
incredibly tight budget, augmented 
with realistic visual effects. 

In the near future, Earth’s natural 
resources have been dangerously 
depleted and mankind searches the 
heavens for salvation. On the moon, 
Lunar Industries employee Sam Bell 
(Rockwell) single-handedly over¬ 
sees the harvesting of the Helium- 
3 isotope - our primary fuel source. 

During a routine visit to one of the 
harvesting machines, Sam’s health 
deteriorates and he wakes in sick¬ 
bay to the familiar voice of resident 
computer Gerty (Spacey), with no 
recollection how he got back to 
base. Sam longs to piece together 


the gap in his memory, but the 
computer is oddly evasive. 

“I’m sorry Sam. I’m under orders 
not to let you outside,” reveals Gerty 
in unsettling monotone, recalling Hal 
from Stanley Kubrick’s 2001 opus. 

The astronaut’s mounting para¬ 
noia turns to confusion when he 
comes face-to-face with a clone 
(Rockwell again), who is pro¬ 
grammed to complete the same 
three-year mission. 

Alone on-screen for almost every 
frame, Rockwell delivers a com¬ 


pelling performance that captures 
the loneliness and frustrations of a 
man living in isolation on the far side 
of the moon. He runs the gamut of 
the character’s fluctuating emotions, 
performing against himself as the 
two Sams work together to discover 
how they fit into Lunar’s plans.

Redknapp hopeful of beating off 
Sunderland in bid to land striker 


Spurs bound: Redknapp wants to reunite Crouch with former strike partner Defoe

HARRY REDKNAPP has tabled a 
£12million bid for Portsmouth 
striker Peter Crouch as he looks to 
freshen up his front line ahead of 
the new season. 

The Tottenham boss, who managed 
Crouch at Fratton Park as well as at 
Southampton, is hopeful of bringing 
the gangly forward to White Hart Lane. 
Sunderland are also keen on the England 
ace, with manager Steve Bruce having 

held talks with Crouch on Wearside, but 
Redknapp is set to swoop and his old links 
have put him in a strong position to fight off 
rival interest. 

“It seems Portsmouth want to sell,” 
Redknapp said. “Peter is a player I am defi¬ 
nitely interested in. He has played for me twice 
before and I know what a good player he is. 

“I have not spoken to [chief executive] Peter 
Storrie at Pompey and there are other clubs 
involved, but it seems like a bit of a free- 
for-all. 

“I’m looking to make one or two signings 


and he is someone I would love to bring in.” 

Joining Tottenham would not only see 
Crouch reunited with Redknapp but also 
former Portsmouth strike partner Jermain 
Defoe, who re-joined Spurs in January. 

“I spoke to Crouchy over the summer while 
we were on England duty,” Defoe said. “I’ve 
played with him for several years, at under-21 
and now senior level. 

“It’s down to him - obviously he’s going to 
go where he is going to play games. If he 
wants to come here to Spurs it is only going 
to help the team - it would be fantastic if we 
can get him.” 

Meanwhile, defender Chris Gunter has 
signed for Nottingham Forest in a £1.75m 
deal after a successful three-month loan spell 
at the City Ground last season. 

□ Spurs enjoyed a comfortable 3-0 pre¬ 
season victory over League Two outfit 
Bournemouth last Friday. 

Goals from Robbie Keane, Defoe and 
Wilson Palacios secured the win. 

Redknapp’s men continue their prepara¬ 
tions when they face Barcelona in the 
Wembley Cup on Friday. 


THE London Skolars look set to finish bottom of 
rugby league’s Co-operative Championship One 
following a crushing 62-4 defeat at home to fellow 
strugglers Rochdale Hornets. 

The Hornets were forced to start the season 
with a nine point deduction after going into 
administration, but they have been steadily 
making up the deficit during the campaign and 
this latest result leaves the Skolars three points 
adrift at the foot of the table.
